If there is a peculiarly dark and 

noisome corner of New York City. 
any district to which the streams of 
poverty, vice and crime continually 
flow, you may trust the visitor from 
the west to find it. Nine-tenths of 
the men from Indiana, Illinois and 
Missouri, etc., who remain a fortnight 
in the city, see more of its dark side 
than the average native sees in a life- 
time. 

I confess to a weakness in that di- 
rection myself. Having spent my 
early life in the village, the woods 
and the fields, there is a Strange fasci- 
nation in those districts of the metro- 
polis where six or eight story houses 
shut out the brightness of the sum- 
mer's day ; where restaurants and 
saloons are located in dark cellars, 
where men, women and children eat, 
drink and rest on the sidewalk, and 
where there is a halu'l of ^tongues, 
swarming, sweating mi \t lire of Boles, 
Italians and Hungarians, sailors, ped- 
dlers and scavengers, ragpickers and 
cheap laborers, with many barefooted 
people and occasionally a free tight. 

Once the Five Points was the type 

of all that is vile. It was to 
York what St. Giles was to London. 
Prom ocean to ocean there was not a 
reading person who did not know- 
something of the Five Points, and 
very few who did not want to 
But its glory in misery has departed. 
It is almost respectable, and the area 
of extreme poverty now begins a little 
beyond it, with its central district in 
Mulberry Bend. Nevertheless, (he 
Five Points is still a place of great 
interest. 

The first surprising fact aboul the 
ol I sinkhole is, that it is so vcr\ 
the -heart of business New York. 
From the roof of the old white block 
known as "down town Stewart's" 
the center of fashionable trade before 
the war — a Bcnjaminitc could have 
thrown a stone into the window of 
(he vilest rookery on this continent. 
The postotlice ami City Hall park are 
still the heart of down town New 

York. From the park, go six short 

blocks up the east side of Broadway, 
ami you are at Worth street, which 
turns' east at a right angle. At the 
corner you arc in the throng of busi- 
ness, fashion and healthful life. Co 
one hundred steps east w aid and you 
arc in another world. 

The contrast even now is startling. 
What must it have been in 
First, east of Broadway is F.lm street, 
and next to Elm is Centre; go five 
rods beyond Centre, turn round the 
corner to the right and you are in 
Paradise park, within the " points" 
(really there are six of them, but one 
is not Suspicious), all converging on 
the little breathing Space. Worth 
street and Park street here cross at 
acute angles, like those of a slim X ; 
Baxter si reet conies in from the north 
and the result is four sharp points, 
and one on the south that is an obtuse 
angle, though beyond it the continua- 
tion of Baxter street makes another 
point not quite in the group. Here 
was the focus of New York's misery. 
Squalor and crime; and here is still the 
western entrance to one o( (he p 
districts. 

Here I took my seat on the hard 
bench of Paradise park, on the after- 
noon of Sept. 80- an Italian holidav 
to note the changes since 1 first saw 
the place nearly thirty years ago. 
The change had been great and the 
names clearly indicate H. On Worth 
street, north, is the immense six storv 
red brick, its long front lettered, 
" Five Points House of Industry." 
Beside it a somewhat smaller brick 

the words, "Infirmary o( the 

Five Points House of Industry." On 
that spot once stood a mass of tall 
and rickety wooden buildings, crowd- 
ed with people of every age, race and 
color, in evci of moral and 

physical di us nest of 

the worst sneak thieves and be 
drunktuds, and disreputables in the 
world. 

It was a place of innumerable mur- 
ders. No policeman ventured into it 
alone. In its back rooms and dark 
corners many an outcast was choked 
or beaten to death, many a worn out 
and penniless debauchee died alone ; 
and in more than one instance corpses 
lay unknown in little dark rooms till 
dec.iv revealed their presence to the 
wretched neighbors room 

sheltered two or three families, their 
respective territories defined by marks 
on the tloor. It was called in a 
alwav "Cow Bay ;" but minor divi- 
sions and the narrow alleys opening 
into the lower stori, called 



like a glimpse into the mouth of hell. 
On park street, is another solid 



brick structure, labeled on the front 
"Five Points Mission." On that spot 
once stood the noted "Old Brewery, " 
a tottering stone structure with 
seams in its darkened walls, with in- 
describable filth in its hallways, and 
poverty glaring night and day with 
hungry, hideous faces out of its dis- 
mal old windows. Its history is a 
long detail of miseries, diversified by 
some of the most appalling crimes 
ever perpetrated. Among the crimes, 
infanticide was very frequent. The 
ward was then known as the "Bloody 

Sixth." It is now comparatively 

peaceful, and the bad pre-eminence for 
hoodhunisin is now claimed for the 
"Fighting Seventeenth." Business 
has encroached on (his district, and 
rowdy ism has moved up town. 

Charles Dickens is credited with the 

honor of having been the tirst writer 
to explore Ihc dark corners of the 
Five Points. . He did it very thorough- 
ly, too, in 1842, and wrote it up in 
his inimitable style. When his work 
was republished in America the Five 
Points at once became famous. He 
set the fashion of " slumming," and 
soon had so many imitators that the 
contributions of visitors became an 
important source of revenue to the 
Five Pointers, and the man who want- 
ed to sei' misery got the worth of his 
money. One method was to leave all 
valuables tit one's hotel, dress in rags 
and stroll into the dens as a habitue ; 
but soft hands and a clear healthy 
skin, could no! be left at the hotel, and 
so the explorer was liable tube detect- 
ed and "hustled." F.ven now a ruddy 
and farmerlike man is as quickly 
noted there as a chinaman would be 
in tin Ohio village. 

A better method was tOgO with a 
policeman in citizen's clothes and with 
enough small change to "pay one's 
footing." But all this was done in 

the daytime; at night the quarter was 

given up to its own citizens exclusively. 
Even now 1 should not select the Sixth 
Ward for an evening stroll, nor is it 
ipiite safe to drink anything in some 
of the cellar saloons. They are "load- 
ed for bear" in many such localities; 
and though you like only lemonade or 
water, or your beer be drawn from 
the same faucet as that for the regular 
habitues, there is liable to be some- 
thing in the glass in which it is served 
thai will "opnjure" the senses. 
soon as it became a "tad" to visit the 
Five Points the glory of the place was 
doomed. Philanthropy and religion 
invaded it which overwhelmed 

a told in a curious old book called 
" Hot Corn" — and there was a ..lighty 
reformation. 

"Paradise Park" is a triangle cut 
off from the point made by Worth 
and Park streets, about one-sixth of 
an acre, paved with broad flagging, in 
the center a rude and somewhat 
lay bench, where, on warm after* 
noons, one may see I he most abject 
■jars abandoned drunkards in the 
city. On Sunday afternoons religious 
services are held there; on cither days 
! children play on the flagging 
and the victims of poverty and in- 
temperance lounge on the bench. 

Sitting there for an hour on the 

Italian holiday, 1 saw specimens of 

all the lower classes from southern 
Europe. Firs! a swarthy and shrivel- 
ed old Italian woman, barefooted, 
bearing on her head an immense 

bundle of old papers gathered from 

the streets. Then a couple of rag 
pickers, man and wife apparently, 
who chatter in a peculiar dialect 
which sounds to my ears like that of 
the Digger Indians of Nevada, but is 
said to be a gibberish or slang pecu- 
liar to the black districts of Naples. 
Bike all (he poorer Italians they 
have an aversion to soap. Next 1 am 
appealed to by a wretched remnant of 
a man in the last si leoholism, 

and then comes a decided reli, 
clean and intelligent young man, 
with fair complexion and tolerably 
well dressed, takes a seal by me, and 

after the commonplace grectini 

crs. 1 find that he is a Piedmon- 

m Italian from the northern bor- 
der of the kingdom. 1 find thai he 
regards these dark and unsightly 

Neapolitans as his countrymen about 
as I regard the South Carolina " 

mine. We are all " Americans" 
they till "Italians" -with a differ- 
ence. Hi' is a banker's clerk, as there 
feral Italian banks in the city. 

In company with this man] walk

be the peculiar life of this quar- 



ter: the street crowded with dark 
people balking and gesticulating; the 
saloons full of laughing, singing and 
dancing men, whose hats bear the 
badges of the various societies which 
have paraded in honor of the day : all 

the sidewalks thronged by brown 
women, and everywhere among them 
I he scantily clad children, who tumble 
about in the dirt without thought of 
modesty's requirements. But there 
is no fighting, ami only the mildest 
of intoxication. Beer and sour wine 
are the common drinks. It is rare, 
indeed, that an Italian calls for ariTent 
spirits, and when one does 1 observe 
that he takes a very small glass of 
liquor as dear as water, retailed at 
five cents a drink. The Italians rarely 
tight with their fists. Their women 
are notably virtuous. How it is in 
their own country 1 cannot say, hut 
the police report that they find no 
abandoned women of that race in 
this city. 

One block further east brings us .to 
Mott street, the great. -si Chinese cen- 
ter in America outside of California. 

Indeed 1 know of no street in San 
Francisco where the race is more 
closely crowded than in this. Here 
are the Chinese gambling rooms and 
opium dens, which last are said to be 
patronized by not a few Americans. 
In theory of" law they tire watched 
over by the police, imt in fact the 
Chinese are very rarely interfered 
with in any way whatever. Nor is it, 
from the police Standpoint, necessary 
to interfere with them. Their intoxi- 
cation is of the kind which makes a 
man lie down and feel good, ni 
out and tight; and as long as men only 
kill themselves, law can seldom inter- 
fere. One strong point in California's 
indictment against the Chinese is thai 
I hey do not bring their respectable 
women with them. Well, in Mott 
street they have none of any kind. 
Perhaps there are a few in the dark 
recesses of their curiously partitioned 
residences, but no American visitor to 
the street sees any. It is emphatical- 
ly a masculine colony. 

At the junctions of Worth with Mott 
and Mulberry, sad along it between 
the two streets, the two races have 
mixed; and in all that neighborhood is 
an occasional Asiatic of some other 
race. Here and there, too, a negro has 
located, and more rarely a European 
from«some of those " unrecognizable" 
tribes east of Germany. And those 
mixtures have already produced "re- 
sults." Among the children one often 
sees a type which cannot be assigned 
to any race with which we are fami- 
liar. If the hair is straight — it is always 
of a coarse black — we know that there 
is no African blood. If there is but 
the slightest trace of an almond i 
we suspect a Chinese infusion, bu! 
the nose is very prominent, no ; 

sible " Chinese in toe eye can make 
us double that the mother is Italian, 
PolrSfi, Servain or Bohemian. And 
as most of these people appear to he 
hereto stay, the question naturallv 
to the mind: how long before all 
this foreign mass will fuze into. a com- 
mon Americanism, ami what sort of 
American will it be? We may be i 
sonably sure that the attrition of a 
free society will fast wear out tl 
now radical race distinctions, and 
that thousand of these brown children 
will he valuable American citizens 
thirty v ears from now. 

In a region hut little over a mile 
square live 178,000 people, "too 
thick lo thrive," our farmer friends 
would say. And the mortality 
mounts up rapidly, especially among 
children; but it is here, as it is among 
the colored people in the West Indies 
and the Gulf states — the per cent of 
mortality is so much greater than 
among white Americans that the 
superficial observer declares " the race 
is dying out," but the census taker 
crs that the birth rate is much 
larger still. Tin-re are districts in the 
south where the average life of color- 
ed people is but twenty-five 
while that of the whites is forty ; \es 
there are as many very old colored as 
white people, and the latter in. 
somewhat faster. And so it is here, 
That high death rate in New York 
which shocks our country cousins and 
makes them think this an unhealthful 
city, is due to infant mortality among 
the poor. Among the well 
indeed to three-fourths of mankind, 
lie most healthy cities 
in the world.

Dear Journal : — I am stopping 
hen merely to pay a brotherly visit to 
Mr. and Mrs. Chamberlayne on my 
way from Richmond to Lynchburg, in 
which city I am to hold a combined 
service, in St. Paul's Church, to-mor- 
row night. 

This morning, as I was looking at 
Mr. Chamberlay ne's library, I took 
out an old book in which was publish- 
ed in 1880, a letter addressed to Mrs. 
Hannah More, of England, by Miss 
Sophia Fowler, afterwards Mrs. Gal- 
laudet, wife ofthe late Rev. Dr. Gal- 
laudet. The letter was as follows : 

From Sophia Fowler (a deaf and 
dumb girl in the American Asylum*) 
lo Mrs. H. More. 

Hartford, August 9, 1830. 

Respected Madam :— Mr. Gallandot 
wishes DM to write to you. It gives me /neat 
pleasure to write to you, although I think 
wo shall never see each other's faces, but 1 
do hope I shall meet you in heaven, where 
how happy we shall ho to BBS each other's 
buses. 1 hope we shall make preparation for 
ileat h, and Kod will give us peace and happi- 
ness w hen we die. I was sorry to hear that 
you were sick, hut 1 hope you are now bel- 
ter. 1 think how I live here a grMri main 
miles from you. I understand you love (iod 
and the Lord .'esus Christ very much, be 
cause you have done much good toothers, 
and you also have composed many good and 
reUmous iKHiks. which I hope I shall be very 
much pleased to read in future, and Iwilt 
remember you.
